Music for the Sunday High Masses 
during the coming year will be quite 
different from that of last year. 
The choir, under the direction of the 
Rev. Robert Koch, C.PP.S. will sing 
more Plain Chant Masses, instead 
of the formg£ four-voice arrange- 
ments. 

Plain Chant, or Gregorian Chant, 
as it is often called, is the official 
music of the Catholic Church. It 
dates back to the year 600 when it 
was gathered and published by Pope 
Gregory the Great. 

While not as brilliant' and grandi- 
ose as polyphonic (usually four- 
voice) music, it has a simple, gentle 
beauty suited to the liturgical feasts 
and seasons of the year.
